about to be sent to sea, notwithstanding their

knowledge of the existenco ol aflidavils setting

forth that a crew had been enlisted to serve the

Confederncy on her decks, Several of the

Hritish journals, in commenting on this letter,

insist that its positions are correet, nnd that

the whole responsibility ig thus thrust back

upon the British Parliament, for its neglect In

providing appropriate neutrality laws. This

view may or may not be strictly correct, |
Englishmen are more compelent to form a cor-

rect judgment in regard to the character of their

own legislation than Americans. They can best

decide whether the Laieds, the governmont for

the time being, or Parliament are most to blame

But the theory which the TYmes now sets up,

that *'the question of linbility Letween the

States for the ineompleteness of the law s

doubtful one,” deeply concerns the American

people; and if we are to be told that we can

have no redress because our wrongs were caused

by a neglect of the whole British nation,

insult will be added to injury. If the fault was |
in truth a national one, the propriety and jus- |
tice of n national reparation are rather increéased |
than diminished : and if Great Britain is respon- |
sible for the acts of her Ministers, she is doubly |
responsible  for the acta or omissions of

the ommipotent Parlisment before which |
kings as well as ministers must bow.

We
know that Great Briwin, after due notice by the ‘
American Minister, permitted a wvessel con-
structed In her own ehipyards to set forth to
prey upon American commerce, nnd that
this was only one of many ways in
which British cnergiles assisted the ene-
mies of the Republic. We know that
British gold, British arms, Britlsh powder, am-
munition, equipments, clothing, and armed ships
—avery aid, in fact, that Great Britain could ren-
der—waa as freely given to the Confederacy as if
Jeff, Davis and Queen Victoria had been sworn
allies. We were forced to fight not merely the
Confederates, but the Confederates armed, pro- |
tected, enconraged, and strengthened by Great
Britain. As we itrinmphed over both, we
pan afford to be merciful; but If Great Britain
wishea to allay the rancorous feeling causod by
her treacherous hostility, and to prevent us from
following her example, she must not attempt to
evade responsibility by the plea that there was
nothing in her laws to prevent her citizens from
making common cause with our enemics. If
this plena is valid, she will have no just cause of
complaint if we repeal our neutrallty laws so far
as they apply to revolutions in the dominions of
Great Britain, and discard all obligations to
prevent the departure of Feniuuw expeditions
rom our shores,

THE SITUATION IN NOVA SCOTIA.
Wainz every true, born Briton has been getting
into a rampageous state over Mr. Bumuer's
speech, and the regular old orthodox Tories are
declaring that o war with the United States is a
thing to be wished for rather than otherwise,
England has several little dificulties of her own
to contend with in the way of dissatistied depen-
dencies, which, in the event of a contest with
this nation, would be likely to give her trouble.
Ireland is in a ferment, and the proposed dises-
tablishment of the National Church does not ap-
pear to have done much yet towards producing
a better state of feeling in the Hibernian bosom
towards the governing country, and Nova Scotiy
is protesting with conslderable vigor against the
atate of affairs which was forced upon her by
the New Dominion of Canada, and there are in-
dications of u declded leaning towards annexu-
tion with the United States by the Blue Noses.

On Wednesday last a preamble and resolution
were offered in the House of Assembly ut Hali-
fax. which read considerably like the respect-
ful protests which were addressed to the Brigish
Government by the Ameriean Colonles previous
to the Revolution. The docunment sdmits that
the Imperinl Government hns u right to with-
draw its protection, but that It has not o right
to force a free people into complications with-
out their consent; and then It recites thut the
coustitutlons of the local provisces have been
changed without the consent of the people,
and in opposition to their wishes: that
petitlons  of the  people have boen
treated with contempt by the British govera-
ment; that inguiry into grievances has been re-
fused; that, In addition to belng deprived of their

inherent rights as frecmen, the union has lm-
vosed upon them fnancial disaster and oppres-
sive taxatlon; that the principal commercial
trade of Nova Scotla has been, and from its

| inexplicable manner,

geographical position always will be, naturally
with the United States: and that, Lelleving that
the Tmperial Parlisment hus been lmposed upon
by fulse representations, the resolution proposes

an address 1o the Queen asking either that thelr |

beloved institutions may be restored to them or

that they be absolved from thelr alleglance to |

the British throne.

This resolution will come up for dlscussion on
Wedneaday next, but there is very ligtle lkeli-
hood, notwithstanding all the dlscontent that
prevalls, that it will be adopied; at least in Its
present shape. It Is o sigonificant fuct, however,
thnt such a paper shounld even be considered jna

Britsh colonlal legislature, by wmeu who are

usually conaidersd to bo mere Britlsh (han (he
British themselves,

Of late yoars Englishmen have besh oager Lo
declaro that no opposition wonld bs mads to the
North Ameriean colonies if they desired to
sovor thelr connectlon with the mother conntry.
In the event of the Nova Bcotla Assembly voling
tor the proposod nddress, it will be interesting
to note its reception in Bogland, and Lo sco
whether the provinee will be allowed elther o
sover itd conneotion with the Dominion or the
British crown without vigorous opposition.

Mr. Murray, the mover of the resolution, de-
nied that It moean, annexation with the United
Btates, but this result would cortainly follow if
the Independence of Nova Scotls was declared;
and thero is vory little doubt that this is what »
large proportion of the people seorelly desire,
although they may find it difficult at fAirat to
break away from their old afMliations. This
tronble In Nova Scotin Is unpleasant for England
at this partleular time, and it is worth taking
into considerntion hy those fire-oating Britons
who swear that they will fight eather than pay
